bouse from whence tho colored girl bad w- 
aued, and there conversed with the occu- 
pants, who corroborated every word the 
girl hud suid. Mr. Coleman also made in- 
quiries at another house in the neighbor- 
hood, and held a long conversation with iv 
white woman on tho premises who -had 
mir.sed our sick nnd wounded at Stidlt-y 
church. She assured him that she herself

and Des Merles escaped from Camp Butler 
on last Saturday night.

They 
are rampant, braggart rebels, talking trea- 
son with the air of nabobs, and sneering at 
and threatening those whoso kindness was 
misunderstood nnd abused. Let us bear 
no more about kindly treatment, etc., etc. 
'Tis time we were tired of throwing pearls 
before awine.

There 
ia nothing more fixed than the unalterable 
determination of all loyal Americans to 
preserve our territory from division. The 
war may continue for years, and the longer 
it lasts, the more firm will be the purpose 
of our people to prevent a division of the 
Uniou, This sentiment grows among ua, 
aud has been increasing ever since the re 
bellion broke out.

sons why we will not divide is because of 
thu hostility manifested towards ua by Eu 
ropean powers, and their uuxiety lo see us 
dwarfed to a third rate power.
